NOT ACCEPTING 
INTEREST CUT 

Alberta Cheques For Re¬ 
duced Rate Endorsed By 
B.C. Only as Part Payment 

Reduced Interest payments on 
Alberts bonds, arbitrarily ordered 
by the Aberhart government, are 
not being accepted by the British 
Columbia treasury as full pay¬ 
ment of the Interest due on tha 
bonds, but only as part payment, 
Hon. John Hart. British Columbia 
Minister of Finance, said today 
when questioned on this point. 

_British Columbia will reserve the 

right to claim the balance. 

“In the ordinary way cheques were 
sent to the treasury here by'the 
Alberta treasury on account of in¬ 
terest due to the British Columbia 
government for ite holding of fully 
registered Alberta bonds.” Mr. Hart 
said. 

•These cheques were not for the full 
amount of the Interest due. The 
treasury here has endorsed the 
cheques as payment, on account of 
the full amount owing and without 

paajudtee. --w-- ■——- 

! “In the case of bearer bonds, we 
are not presenting the Interest cou¬ 
pons until the situation clarifies as 
we are not prepared at present to 
accept the reduction In Interest due.** 
The cut in Alberta's bond rate was 
a flat 50 per cent of the rate written 
on the face. 81* per cent bonds were 
cut to 8 per cent and 6 per oent bonds 
to 2 per cent.

Borne Motions 
in the province's eastern counties ap¬ 
pears to be ths only region where 
crops ere still normal. 

Quebec and the Marl times had hot 
weather, but there was no drought 
devastation to compare with that la 
Ontario and on the prairies.

die on an operating table, was back 


to life whJn the surgeon applied a 
counter-shock previously given ani¬ 
mals in experiment* to revive them 
after suffering an electric shock. 

Dr. • William B. Kouwenhoven. 
Baltimore. Md.. ass i s t a n t <fian of the 
school of engineering. Johns Hopkins 
University, disclosed how • surgeon, 
while sewing up the Italian’s heart, 
saw from the fibrillation of the organ 
that he would die, and gave him an 
electrical counter-shock. 

The surgeon had previously visited 
the Hopkins laboratory. It took two 
days for the researchers there to con¬ 
vince him by experimenU on animals 
that counter-shock is effective in re¬ 
viving the flbrUlating heart. 

The surgeon, whose home city and 
name was not disclosed, previously 
skeptical, but convinced by actually 
making experiments tn the Hopkins 
laboratory, is believed to be the flnv 
man to apply the counter-shock 
principle to reviving a human being. 

Ifee Italian’s stashed heart started 
to flutter when the surgeon com¬ 
menced to sew the wounds. Ths touch 
of the qpedle bad started ventricular 
fibrillation. The regular heart beat 
ceased and* circulation stopped. There 
waa trnt-oce way ro r thdiurytea to 
save the man.

City of Victoria. 

His retirement will conclude the longest record of public 
service of any man living in Victoria. He has been constantly 
in public life since 1901,

A few minutes later the sergeant 
telephoned back. “Jimmy says ne 
would rather stay inside," the mag¬ 
istrate was told. 

NO BIO CHANGES 

These «re only a few of hund r eds of 
caeer Magistrate jay can tell about. 
Displaying a most retenUvs memory, 
he can sit back in his private room 
and tell of hundreds of cases, each 
a story in themselves, never forget¬ 
ting s detail. 

Administration of law. he says, has 
not changed much since the days 
when he first took his seat on the 
magistrate's bench. What develop¬ 
ment there has been has widened 
magistrates' Jurisdiction, giving thvjn 
greater discretion in regard to lighter 
pensile*.

When a fighter is on tbe receiving end of a punch he must be a 
stoic He mustn’t flinch, and certainly above all Things he must not shout 
or register pain with anything beyond a grunt. 

In wrestling It la better if the wrestler exercises no restraint. 

He may even scream. And If he/uns round and round the ring register¬ 
ing great flight, pointing to therother truths clenched fist to Indicate fear 
that the other man may punch him Instead of wrestling him. that Is good. 

If he Jumps over the ropes, pulls faces to register pain, terror end makes 
noises accordingly, that is very good. 

THAT'S EXCELLENT 

I F HE STEPS back into the ring ami the other man lands a 
punch in the riba and he goea down groaning, that ia ex¬ 
cellent, providing he keeps the ahow going- 

The punch may have no particular weight behind It. It may ha ona that 
would get e boxer hooted for If he even registered an emotion In wrestling 
punches apparently ere taken far more seriously then la fighting. Being 
officially taboo, their effect is exaggerated 

Another effective tactic for the showman wrestler la the kick. It can be 
made to look very good.

Some New Facts 
About Waterloo 

T*HE BATTLE OF WATERLOO must have had 
* some of the aspects of a three-ring circus. 
A woman gave birth to a child on the battle¬ 
field. two boys sailed a toy boat down a ditch 
light In the midst of things. % woman sat com¬ 
fortably in a mill tower and had a bird's-eye 
view of the whole thing, and another woman 
helped serve one of the English cannon, a to 
Molly Pitcher. 

We gather all this from Msnuel Komroffa 
new novel. "Waterloo'* (Coward-McCann), which 
provides s detailed account of the famous battle 
wrapped up in some leas than mediocre fiction. 

Mr. * Komroff has evidently mads a most 
elaborate study of Napoleon's return from Kb*, 
the 100 days, and ths bloody climax of the whole 
gamble on the field of Waterloo, and the un¬ 
expected Incidents he mentions seem to be 
authentic. 

He shows, too. how hasty and muddled the 
French thrust into Belgium really was; an Ill- 
prepared, 111-equipped army handled by a Na¬ 
poleon who had lost hto driving energy and mis¬ 
laid ths touch of genius, and had coma to de¬ 
pend on hto lucky star rather than on his own 
abilities. 

But hs has accompanied all this with ths 
merest shadow of a fictional plot. Hs traces ths 
fortunes of divers combatant*—* heroic young 
English colonel, a French boy of fourteen, two 
English brothers who went from a public school 
to the army before they wer* old enough to 
shave; and non* of these people conies alive or 
resembles anything but a stock pasteboard figure 
from the dusty shelves of ths dealer In romantic 
adventure. 

If you want to know all about Waterloo, this 
book will tell you. As a novel, however. It Is 
pretty much a washout.

Stanley Gardner (Morrow). Here we have Perry 
Mason retained by a young woman wbo fears that 
her uncle, given to roaming about the house In 
hto sleep with a carving knife In hto hend. to 
going to exterminate somebody same night before 
anybody thinks to awaken him.

Mtoa Mitchell writes of tbs plantations V 
Georgia, of the carefree and aristocratic life that 
prevailed on them before the war. and of the 
cruel, shattering blow with which war and re¬ 
construction cut the ground out from under 
them. But. while her sympathies are solidly with 
them, she ha# not been fooled much. 

For If she writes of brave men and noble 
women, the also finds room to toll of the graft 
and Incompetence which helped wreck the Con¬ 
federacy; of the profiteers, the slackers, the 
crooks and the Incompetents who stabbed Lee 
end hie army In the back. 

Indead, her own heroin* come* off worst of 
all. She to a dainty, smiling, virtuous and ultra- 
arutocratic young woman—and underneath It all 
she to as oold. as grasping and as completely on 
the make as any of the camp followers on ths 
streets of wartime Atlanta. 

As her world dissolves in ths storm of war 
and reconstruction, this unsentimental selfish¬ 
ness does enable her to eav* the old plantation; 
but It also wrecks a number of lives, Including. 
.81 .lift. EdEJanv---- 

Mtos Mitchell JME been exceedingly ambitious 
In this novel—It rune to mor* than 1.000 pages, 
which Is a lot of novel—and the performance 
to uneven. She goes bonnle blue flag frequently 
In spite of herself, not all her characters are well 
drawn, and the book sometimes becomes rather 
dull. Alt In all. however, It la a noteworthy per¬ 
formance. 

It is the current Book-of-the-month Club 
selection and Is being heralded as the successor 
to "Anthony Adverse ' as a continuing beet seller. 

Harpooner Tells 
of Killing Whales 

LJIGH adventure and down-east folkalneas don’t 
** often go hand In hand. They do. however. 
In Robert Ferguson's "Harpooner" (Pennsylvania 
University Press), and the result is a marvelously 
interesting book for anyone who enjoys authentic 
stories of the sea. 

Ferguson wss a young Scotch-American who. 
in 1880. shipped out of New Bedford as harpooner 
on a whaling barque for a four-year cruise He 
kept a diary during the entire cruise, and the 
diary makes the book. It to by turn* quaint and: 
thrilling. ) 

The thrills come In hie accounts of hto Job— 
the killing of sperm whales. It must have taken 
a rare combination of courage and skill to take a 
frail whalebone up alongside one of these enor¬ 
mous brutes and hold It there while someone 
prodded the creature with a lance until it died. 

Ferguson describes such actions over and over 
again with a zest which Indicates that be got an 
enormous kick out of his Job. 

The quaintneas comes when Ferguson writes 
of shipboard life between whales. He prided him¬ 
self as a cook; like a New England housewife, he 
tolls how he baked bread, prepared roasts of ham 
or chicken, made plea—and compared recipes and 
culinary secrete with other homy-ftoted teamen. 

He was an expert seamstress, too. maxing a 
fine suit of clothes for the cabin boy. And all 
hands, from the captain on down, put in their 
spare time whittling! 

All this adds up to an slaborately faithful pic¬ 
ture of the whaling trade In It* heyday. It to as 
valuable a record of the sailing-ship era aa Dana's 
"Two Tears Before the Mast"—and fully as read¬ 
able. 


Textile Town Story 

yr/ZLBOURN KELLEY introduces us to a Caro- 
^ l lna mi ll town _in “So Fair a House** (Mor¬ 
row); en& Ynduiges'Tri' •bine'Very'intelligent and 
readable dissection of that social organism be¬ 
fore he finally lets hto story, take the bit In lto 
teeth and go careening off downhill. 

Hto novel analysm the • predicament of the 
man who. meaning to be a kindly and generous 
person. Is thrust by circumstances into a spot 
where he cannot be anything of the kind. 

Ths man In question la a textile mill owner; 
an owner who let* bis partner take care of busi¬ 
ness derail* while he Uvea on ths profits and 
devotes himself to literature. In the course of 
time the nineteenth century autocracy with 
which his mill la operated. leads to *om* serious 
labor trouble. 

His Imputes is to correct abuses, settle things, 
and have peace; but he finds himself committed 
to a programme of repression which brings on 
a flareup that almost blows the town apart. 

Mr. Kelley handles this part of the story with 
milch good sene*. But hs hitches an a melo¬ 
dramatic romance which get* pretty badly off 
the rails and la finally twisted clear out of shape 
to provide * highly Improbable happy ending. 

Even with that delect, however, "Bo Pair a 
House" Is well worth a couple of hours of your 


did It. Ths book Introduces a nice, eccentric 
old gentleman who slowly becomes a pretty aln- 
teter sort of person before the last chapter rolls 
around. All lq all. It's a good book. 

"Tbs Bleeping Death." bp O. D. H. and Mar¬ 
garet Cote (Crime Club).

Stran&e Cults Born 
In This Area 

pARL CARMER. who did so well with. "Star* 
^ Fell On Alabama." doe* sven better with a 
book on upstate Nsw York—"Listen for % Lone¬ 
some Drum'* (Farrar and Rinehart). 

New York contains some of the loveliest 
country in all America, and Mr. Carmer does full 
Justlcs to It. It te bis native stamping-ground 
and he writes of it as of something familiar and 
dear—thus avoiding thoas occasional lapses into 
pop-eyed aw* which now and then marred his 
earlier book. 

Bo he tells, simply and fondly, of two years 
wandering across the state; of Adirondack lum¬ 
ber camps and of Chautauqua, of Indian reser¬ 
vations and of collage towns, of progressive cities 
Ilk* Rochester and of gone-to-aeed rural aide- 
pockets which have been decaying since before 
the Civil war. 

He la especially fascinated by the fact that 
Nsw York state has been a region of unearthly 
visions and supernatural voices. Here Joeeph 
Smith founded the Church of Letter Day Salnte; 
here the ^>x Slater* made spiritualism s' nation¬ 
wide cult; here Noyes founded his amazing Oneida 
Community, based on eugenic mating without 
marriage. Borne of ths best stuff in the book 
has to do with these and kindred phenomena. 

All In all. It la a substantial, intelligently 
written book. 

Says Conservation 
Bad For Alaska 

A LASKA is a land from which the eontlnental 
United States has drawn vast quantities of 
gold. fish, furs and romance. And It seems there 
are those wbo feel that Alaska's exports of all 
these things would be vastly Increased If only 
Uncle Bam would atop looking on the territory 
as a sacred treasure chest for future generations. 

This viewpoint te expounded In "The Alaskan 
Melodrama." by J. A. Heltenthal (Llverlght). 

Mr. Hellenthal. undertaking to recount the 
history of Alaska, builds his narrative around the 
thesis that the territory could and should be a 
prosperous, well-populated I arid, teeming with all 
good things. It could, he says, have a thriving 
pulp-paper industry. lucrative coal mines, fisheries 
Incalculably richer than those which now exist, a 
prosperous agriculture, and a gold-mining trade 
much more extensive than the present one. 

It lacks these things, he says, because of the 
policy of conservation. Its resources are locked 
up. hedged about with restrictions which make it 
unprofitable for capital to try to exploit them. 
And as Mr Hellenthal contemplates this state of 
affairs, he grows almost Incoherent with rage. 

Indeed. hl« rage spoils what start* out to be an 
exceptionally entertaining book. Alaska'! story te 
glamorous and exciting; it te tough to have your 
enjoyment of it interrupted every page or two by 
a bitter sneer at the policy of conservation. 

These sneers may be Justified. But couldn't the 
author put them in a pamphlet and get them out 
of the way of hto story? 


Vincent Shean Writes 
Historical Romance

GREAT pitfall awaita the writer wbo would 
do a historical novel, and Vincent Sheean 
steps right Into It in bis new book. “ 8 anfelloe‘* 

(Doubleday-Doran.). 

As history, his book to superb; ss fiction. It 1s 
pretty shoddy. It makes marvelous reading If 
you can Just close your mind to the costume 
romance which accompanies It. Luckily, elnoe 
that romance tends to get lost in the shuffle 
every few pages, that Is not hard to do. 

Mr. Sheean tells about the kingdom of Naples 
of the late French Revolution era. Its Bourbon 
rulers, with matchless folly, declared war on 
France and got roundly whipped, and a Jacobin 
republic wa* Installed. 

Than, with the help of England. Austria and 
Russia, ths Bourbons returned to power, butch¬ 
ered the Jacobins, and resumed business at ths 
old stand. 

Mr. Sheean makes this colorful bit of history 
coma Alive perfectly. Perhaps the beet thing In 
hto book te hto picture of Emma Hamilton. Nel¬ 
sons famous mistress. He presents her, not sa 
the ethereal charmer of the storybook, but aa 
a beefy trull wbo was a thoroughly good egg. 
especially when In her cups, but remarkably 
Abort- on both morals and lot?lUctapt.. 

But the fictional romance that goes with all 
this Is right out of Hollywood We get an addle¬ 
headed lady of decayed aristocratic antecedents 
who te loved by thre* men. who falls for the 
least likely of the three, and who r* mages to 
oonduct her love affair with such complete 
Idiocy that ah* winds up by getting beheaded 
as a revolutionary. 

However, you need not let that worry you. 
With all Its faults, "Sanfelice" la about aa com¬ 
pletely fascinating a book as Tou arc apt to 
come across all summer.

1 "L'Affaire Jones." a year or ao ago. you wont 
need to be reminded that he la a writer with a 
great gift for satire. And you will be glad to 
bear that his new book. "Choose a Bright Morn¬ 
ing" (Btokea), shows a considerable extension 
and broadening of hi* talent. 

"Choose a Bright Morning" Is an attack on 
dictatorship which, for its sharp humor and ite 
Imaginative power, la about as effective a* any 
I have yet read. 

It deals with an Innocent American business 
man who. enamored of the heroic life, wanders 
overseas to present a statue to a European 
dictator. 

He te misunderstood and thrown Into a con¬ 
centration camp, where the innumerable beatings 
he undergoes only Increase hto admiration for 
the hero-dictator. Released, he become* the dic¬ 
tator’s favorite. He stand* by while the dictator, 
disturbed because there art no Jews In hto 
country to persecute, designates every twentieth 
citizen a Jew for purposes of anti-Semlttom. 

He watches while this country and Its neigh¬ 
bor. eoon to go to war with each'‘other, sign a 
trade agreement to promote the exchange of 
munitions and essential raw material* In advance 
of the conflict. He starts a fad by which de¬ 
voted adherent# of the dictator go to concentra¬ 
tion camps every so often to refresh mind and 
body. 

And, all In all. he figures In a satire which 
will leave you forever Incapable of taking Hitlers 
and MuaeoUnto quite aa seriously a* you are 
supposed to.

T. OREIN, the famous dramatic critic,.who has 
died at his homo in London at the age of sev¬ 
enty-two. was not only the doyen of the Corps 
Dramatlque in London—he was also the man who 
'•discovered** Shaw. 

That was In 1893 when he himself personally 
staged O.BS.'s • Widowers' Houses’* 

“I had so much confidence in Shaw." he said 
afterwards, “that I accepted the manuscript un¬ 
read. The play was a great success and made 
Shaw famous In a night.” 

Ur. Orein had been Consul-General for Liberia 
in London since 1935 and had been a dramatic 
critic for fifty years He had been in falling 
health for soma time, but his death came sud¬ 
denly frpm a heart attack.

Harvard Library 
Sixth In World 

A DDITION of 126.935 volumes snd pamphlets 
^ last year has brought the total number of 
books in the Harvard! University to 3.802.040. ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Robert P. Blake, director. 

The Harvard Library, including the college, 
departmental and seven house collections, is the 
largest university library In the world. OjHjr six 
libraries surpass it In number* of volume*. They 
are the British Museum. French National. Library 
of Congresa. New York City Public Library and 
the. Leningrad and Moscow Public Libraries. 

Of the volumes and pamphlets added last year 
to the Harvard Library 66,885 went to the main 
college collection. 52.676 to the departmental 
libraries and 7374 to the house libraries. 

The Baker Library of the School of Business 
Administration had the largest number of addi¬ 
tions of the departmental libraries during the 
year, receiving 17.207 volumes snd pamphlet*. The 
Law School was second with 13.490 and the Medi¬ 
cal School third with 8344 

The College Library contain* 1.960.762 Volumes 
and pamphlet*, the departmental libraries. 1,576,- 
859. and the house libraries. 64.419. These figure* 
do not Include thousands of broadsides, posters, 
programme*, play-bills, leaflet*, clippings, auto¬ 
graphs. photographs and engravings. 

During the 1933-34 academic year the circula¬ 
tion was 235.258 volumes. This was lew than in 
the previous year, when 237.517 volumes were 
circulated, but was greater than in the three 
previous years. 

Cash gift# to the College Library during the 
year touted 6111.306. Book gift* toUled 20.718, 
with 31.899 pamphleU.

position as during the past week or two, but the planet will not 
be in such good place for study ah it is now. The hide-and-go- 
seek periods of Saturn come every fourteen or fifteen years, and 
during each period there may b« two or t hree t imes w hen the 
rings are lost to sight, ' 

In early years of the telescope, men did not know the reason 
that the rings went out of sight The great Galileo wat first to 
study the sky with a telescope. He used what we might call a 
spyglass—it was of low power compared with what we have 
now. One night he looked at Saturn ami thought he saw “three 
stars together.” What he really saw was the planet, with parts 
of the rings above andjjelow it. That was ill November. 1610. 

For two years Oalileo kept turning his spyglass toward 
Saturn. He felt sure ili,t it was not a single planet, hut there 
came a night when he could see nothing but the planet! 

“What can he said about such a lliingf” be asked. “Are 
the two amaller stars gone! Has Saturn eaten his own children, 
or did 1 make a mistake in thinking I saw tjiem!” 

Night after night passed, and still Galileo could aee only the 
planet itself. Then came a night when he saw- the rings again. 
Further study showed that they were not stars, hut something 
Galileo called them “ears of Saturn,”

Giraffes 


There was a time when many persons believed that the ring* 
of Saturn were solid, but it haa been proved that they are not. 
One scientist showed by figures that the gravity of Saturn 
would shake the rings to pieces, if they were solid,.. 

With bigger and better 
telescopes, and with long, 
careful study, modern astron¬ 
omers have found? two good 
proofs that the rings are not 
solid. They have learned that 
the outer edge of the ring 
moves more slowly than tha 
inner edge. H the ring were 
iolid. the outer edge would 
move more swiftly. 

In the second place, it has been found that starlight can be 
seen through the rings. Nineteen years ago, two men studied the 
outermost ring (known as the "A’’ ring! as it passed in front 
of a certain star. The star was leak bright while behind the 
ring, but it could be seen clearly enough. In other cases stars 
have been seen through the rings, especially through the inner¬ 
most ring. , 

There are three main rings around Saturn, often called A, j 
B and C. The C ring is closest to the planrt. and also has the ] 
name .of.“crape, ring”—because it is dark and hard to aee; 
there are so many holes that it may be compared to black lace. 

The middle ring, B. ia brightest of all, which no doubt means 
that its parts are closer together than those of the other rings. 
Both the A ring and the crape ring seem to have dividing lines, 
when seen with strong telescopes. Still better telescopes may 
prove that there are from four to six rings, but for the present 
we can speak safely of only three rings. 

The rings give out no light of their own, but they reflect 
sunlight. They spread out thousands of miles from the surface 
of Saturn. Ring B is 16.000 miles wide. There is a gap of about 
3,000 mile* between it and the A ring. Ring A is a little more 
than 10.000 miles wide. The rings are not very thick, probably 
'not more than eight or ten miles at the thickest plaee.

On uneven ground, it can 
easily outdistance a horse. 

For all its siac, the giraffe ia, 
a timid creature. He runs 
away when frightened, but if 
cornered he can disable his 
enemy by terrific kicks from 
hia forelegs.

*apeets these legs and prefers 
to sneak up behind the giraffe 
in a flank attack. 

It would seem that the gi¬ 
raffe would be an easy target 
for hunters, because he is ao 
tall and bright colored. But 
at a distance his long neck is 
often mistaken for a tree trunk 
and hia coloring blends into the 
tropical foliage.

Ita diameter is 
about 2,600 miles, and it is 750,000 miles from the surface of 
Saturn. It makes a complete trip around the planet in only 
sixteen days, which means that it tmvels much faster than our 
'moon. ' 

The little moon 1‘hoebc is farther from Saturn than any of 
the others, having an average distance of a little more than 
8.000,000 miles.

H EAT CAN BE made to produce cold. This is a fact familiar 
to all those householders who own a refrigerator in which 
a small flame ia the agency that produces a temperature ef¬ 
ficiently decreased to preserve the family food. 


In view of the fact that heat under 
certain conditions becomes a cold- 
producing agency meteorologists arc 
now working on a theory which may 
account for the great Ice Age of the 
prehistoric past, as well as explain 
some of the recent strange vagaries 
of the weather. The question which 
scientists art now endeavoring to ; 
answer is: 

Did the sun's Increased heat bring | 
the Joe Age? 

The sun is the earth’s sole source | 
of heat and for a long time meteor* 

* ologlstx have been of tbe opinion that 
the solar orb is responsible for tbe 
strange brands of weather being ex¬ 
perienced by the people of the earth. 
For thla reason any variation In the 
aun'a output of heat would be most 
likely to cause variations in the ! 
warmth of the earth. 

Characteristic changes In the wea¬ 
ther. therefore, scientists say. should 
follow according to some regular and 
almple pattern. What thia pattern ia. 
meteorologists have not yet been able 
to discover, but they do know that 
the sun goes through a cycle of out¬ 
put of variable energy lasting for 
eleven years or double that period 
If the reversed magnetic polarity of 
the sun is considered. In spite of 
the fact that such a almple relation¬ 
ship exists between solar phenomena 
and meteorological conditions the 
weather does not repeat Itself simi¬ 
larly every eleven or twenty-two yean. 

The ahort-term variations in the 
weather which are being experienced 
dally are explained by H: Helm Clay¬ 
ton. editor of World Weather Records 
for the Smithsonian Institution of 
Washington, who holds that the short 
period variations in solar heat are 
due to the sun-spot cycles. 

The eleven-year sun-spot cycle is 
now beginning and scientists are pre¬ 
pared to trace the connection between 
the hugs "freckles" that dot ttys solar 
surface and the dancing aurora bore¬ 
alis. which, according to current the¬ 
ories. cause magnetic storms and 
serious disturbances to radio and 
telegraphic communication. The spec¬ 
troscope, an Instrument devised for 
to reveal tbe composition of the sur¬ 
faces of the sun and stars, is being 
*.—d to analyse tbe shimmering 
j northern lights. 

Mr. Clayton explains that weather 
radiates from otrtaln centres on the 
earth's surface where variations In 
pressure, temperature and rainfall are 
moet intense. It la from thee# loca¬ 
tions that the “highs" and the "low*" 
move outward and carrf hot and cold 
air. rain and fair weather to neighbor¬ 
ing regions. These centres are not 
fixed, but are subject to sudden and 
unaccountable shifts both in Inten¬ 
sity and location; It is this fact that 
makes difficult any accurate fore¬ 
casting of weather over a long period. 

Solar radiation. Mr. C>yton point* 
out. is directly responsible for the 
shifting of the weather centres. Thus 
« when the sun becomes hotter it may 
actually cool the earth Instead of 
giving It increased heat. A weather 
centre may be shifted as much as j 
1.000 miles, due to a disturbance of 
the pressure equilibrium, with the j 
result that warm southerly winds may I 
be replaced by cold ones from the ] 
north. When the sun becomes hotter , 
■ the northern high-pressure veas are 
shifted farther northward and their | 
intensity la Increased to such an ex- | 
tent that the cold air to vigorously 
driven southward. Simultaneously . 
there la a court ter-drive which greatly 
weakens the currents of warm air 
moving towards the north.

Virus diseases have caused serious 
economic losses among such plants as 
potatoes, tomatoes, strawberries and 
raspberries on the Island.

* the summer months and to camp- 
era In thp woods, to fishermen and to 
picnickers, existence Is made uncom¬ 
fortable by mosquitoes, black flies, 
midges, sandflies and punkles ("bite- 
um-no-see-urns”). deer flies, moose 
flies, or dog flies and hors* flies or 
"bull dogs." Black flies and mos¬ 
quitoes are the most numerous and 
most annoying. 

With regard to personal protection, 
various essential oils applied to the 
■kin are of groat value In warding off 
attack. None of the protective mix¬ 
tures as yet evolved are absolutely 
effective, but several are of great 
value, especially when the Insects are 
very numerous. The majority of the 
patent protective mixtures obtained 
at drug stores are effective but are 
usually rather expensive. 

Equally good ones can be made by 
the Individual at lower coat, and the 
amount of the ingredients used may 
be varied to suit Individual require¬ 
ment. according to the sensitiveness 
of the skin. The following recipes, 
and many other methods of making 
mosquito "dope," are taken from the 
bulletin of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture on methods of protec¬ 
tion from pesfs of the forest. The 
bulletin may be obtained free from 
the Publicity and Extension Branca. 
Ottawa: 

No. 1 recipe—Three ounces oil of 
citronella. 1 ounce spirits of cam¬ 
phor. 1 ounce oil of tar, % ounce 
(Ml of pennyroyal, and 4 to 6 ounces 
castor oil. depending on the- sens!-

If bacterla-lsden soli is not avail¬ 
able. the seed should be treated with 
a special culture, which may be ob¬ 
tained for the purpose. The neglect 
of this simple precaution is the rea¬ 
son for many a poor stand. 

Sweet clover may be sown broad¬ 
cast or In drill* eighteen to thirty 
Inches apart. For the former method 
ten to twelve pounds of seed will be 
sufficient to sow an acre. The amount 
require*? when the latter method is 
followed win depend upon the dis¬ 
tance between the rows. Six or eight 
pounds should be enough. It may 
be town with or without a nurse 
crop. The best results are obtained 
by sowing alone in late April or early 
May. 

Oats or barley are suitable for a 
nurse crop, but they must be sown 
thtnnsf than when grown alone, tn 
order that the small clover plants 
may not bt ch o ke d out. Very lair 
results may be had by sowing swe**t 
clover tn the early fall, not later 
than the middle of September. The 
farmers of Vancouver Island have j 
found that^lhs greatest value of 
sweet clover Ins in its soil-renovating j 
properties.

Asia and Africa^ It was introduced 
Into AmertcJby the early settlers, 
and now occurs aa a weed over 1 the 
greater part of the continent. The 
exact date of Its introduction Is un¬ 
known. It Is. howerer. mentioned by 
Oronovlua in "Flora Vlrglnica.” which 
was published In 1739. It Is not 
fastidious as regards climate or soil, 
thriving where other plants can barely 
exist, doing best on soils well sup¬ 
plied with lime. Being a deep-rooted 
plant, t! la strongly resistant to 
drought, and during very dry seasons 
can be depended upon to yield a larg» 
amount of fodder. 

In some parte of Canada It Is 
economical to grow sweet clover as 
a fodder or pasture plant, but in 
localities where alfalfa and red clover 
may be successfully grown I! la not 
to be recommended. While the chem¬ 
ical analysis of sweet clover Is much 
the same as that of alfalfa, it is. be¬ 
cause of its coarseness, its greater leaf 
shedding during the process of cor¬ 
ing for hay and its lack of palata-

YVTHETHRR you go to the mountains or the seashore, to
